ANNE MCLELLAN AND 

ELIZABETH MAY DEBATE 
THE BENEFITS OF A NORTH 
AMERICAN COMMUNITY 





Anne McLellan and Elizabeth May 
have a long history together. They 
first met at an ice cream parlour in 
Halifax while the two women were 
studying law at Dalhousie more than 
25 years ago 

That history, and a mutual sense 
of humour and love of debate, added 
much-needed levity to their argu- 
ments at a recent Edmonton discus- 
sion on the future of North America 
economic integration and the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA). (Well, McLellan did roll 
her eyes dramatically when May 
called the former Grit cabinet min- 
ister a closet Green, and McLellan 
did suggest the Green Party leader 
is something of a conspiracy theo- 
rist, but what's a few quips between 
friends?) 

The debate 
organized by InterVivos, a local 
group focused on connecting stu- 
dents and young professionals with 
community leaders, with an eye to

McLellan is currently a scholar in 
residence at the University of Alber- 
ta’s United States policy department, 
and was the MP for €dmonton- 
Centre in the Jean Chrétien and Paul 
Martin governments. She points out 
that although it was U.S. president- 
elect Barack Obama who started the 
recent discussions about renegotiat-

ing NAFTA, the notion hasn't gained 
any real traction. 

And that’s too bad, because the 
treaty needs a revamp, she says, 
and should be expanded. The tran- 
sition period where the three coun- 
tries were losing jobs to each other 
is long over, and trade between the 
US. and Canada reached over a tril- 
lion dollars last year. Other trading 
blocks like India and China pose the 
real threat to jobs, and in order to 
be competitive with them, NAFTA 
must be expanded. 

“We will either become three in- 
dependent countries foraging for 
ourselves,” she says, “or we take 
NAFTA, with

The most recent example she cites 
is a suit by a Dow Chemical subsid- 
iary against the government of Que- 
bec over a ban on weed killer 2,4-D. 
And in terms of the money in- 
volved in trading with the U.S., even 
if NAFTA were completely elimi- 
nated, May says, there are still trea- 
ties like the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) and the 
World Trade Organization (WTO) 
already in place. Without offering 
many more benefits, NAFTA poses a 
significant threat to our democracy. 
May would also renegotiate the 
separate agreement on energy be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
which she interprets as meaning 
that Canada must sell the same

about these three countries, that we 
have enough in common that, yes, is 
about trade, but is also about shared 
values.” 

May agrees that the trade agree- 
ment needs to be renegotiated, but 
far from wanting to expand it, May 
would scale back controversial sec- 
tions like Chapter 11, which she says 
gives corporations too many rights. 

“Canada has lost out,” she says, 
“sometimes in cases with millions of 
dollars at stake, for doing things that 
normally are within the jurisdiction 
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amount of energy to the U.S., even 
if it means there isn’t enough for our 
own needs. 

If the two women differ on NAFTA, 
May and McLellan were worlds apart 
on the Security and Prosperity Part- 
nership (SPP) agreement, which is 
an attempt by the three governments 
of North America to harmonize reg- 
ulations and increase security. 

McLellan was at the 2005 SPP 
meetings in Waco, Texas, when the 
three governments agreed to ongo- 
ing talks, and was the minister in 





charge of seeing it carried out. She 


says there was never any intention to 
keep it secret, and there was media 
coverage of the meeting in Waco. 

Labelling the agreement anything 
sinister is pure conspiracy theory, 
she says. 


“I must be a conspiracy theorist,” | 


May says, “because the Security and 
Prosperity Agreement scares the hell 
out of me.” 

There is publicly available infor- 
mation on the agreement, but that's 
a far cry from having civil society ac- 
tually involved in creating the agree- 
ment, she says. Certainly when the 


trade talks were held in Montebello, | 


Que., in Aug. 2007, there was an at- 
mosphere of secrecy, and only busi- 
ness was at the table. 

There is a dark side to the North 
American “community,” she says,

signed by Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper allowing American troops to 
operate under American command 
on Canadian soil. 

“Security and troops on the ground 
is more than an economic union,” 
she says. “It becomes the end of your 
political independence as a nation.” 

In the discussions that followed the 
debate, one group expressed its own 
need to actually read NAFTA. Indeed, 
many of the people there would have 
been too young to read the treaty 
when it was signed in 1994. 

And in some cases, they would not 
have even been born when then-law 
students May and McLellan met at a 
Halifax ice cream parlour.

Time is running out on a promise from 
Energy Minister Mel Knight to table a report 
on nuclear energy in Alberta. 

Knight had said the report would be 
available this fall, but with only a few days 
left this session, the report will not be out in 
time for discussion under the dome. 

At apress conference, NDP MLA Rachel 
Notley said it was important to table the 
port publicly while legislature was in session 
so that they can engage in a full discussion 
of the government's findings. 

Brenda Brochu, vice president of the 
Coalition for a Nuclear Free Alberta, is cage! 
to get the report so that provincewide public 
consultations can begin. “We've been walt- 
ing and waiting for this to happen,” she sa) 

The coalition presented Notley with 
signatures from more than 1,000 Peace 
Country residents who are against the Bue 
Power nuclear plant, which has been pro- 
posed for the Peace River area. The Liberals 
were also presented with a petition from 
southern Alberta. 

“A lot of people in Edmonton and further 
south don't give this the consideration it 
deserves,” Notley says. “ Whether It's six 
minutes or six hours away, this is somethiné 
Albertans should be concerned about.” 

According to Bruce Power, the plant woul 
create 2,700 new jobs and contribute $12 
billion to the province. The approval proces 
is expected to take up to three years.

LET'S TAKE A FEW LESSONS 
IN FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT 
FROM FORMER ALBERTA 
PREMIER ERNEST MANNING 





For nervous investors, there appears 
to be no end in sight. The markets 
are tanking, the rest of the financial 
world is in a mess and even that sav- 
vy investor Warren Buffett says he 
doesn't have the faintest idea when 
stocks will hit bottom. 

The result is what the investment 
people call a “flight to safety.” In- 
yestors are sucking up their losses, 
pulling their money out of the eq- 
uity markets and fleeing to what they 
view as the relative security of gov- 
ernment bonds. They figure that be- 
cause these bonds are backed by the 
credit of a stable government their 
money will be protected. 

But what if it turns out that the 
government, like Iceland today, is 
insolvent? What if it transpires 
that the government can't afford 
to pay the interest due on these 
bonds, much less redeem them 
upon maturity? 

That's exactly the situation Al- 
berta’s hapless Social Credit govern- 


ment found itself in at the beginning 
of April 1936, just eight months 
after being elected as the party of 
economic reform. A visibly shaken 
Premier William Aberhart stood up 
in the legislature and announced 
that his government would be un- 
able to redeem $3.2 million worth 
of provincial bonds coming due later 
that month. “We have no choice,” 
said Aberhart 
is broke.” 


“The government 
Aberhart’s announcement came 
as a shock to voters who had placed 
their faith in Social Credit as the par- 
ty that would lead the province out of 
the Depression. The party had cam- 
paigned successfully on a promise to 
give $25 a month to every adult Al- 
bertan. Now, it was reneging on that 
commitment in addition to default- 
ing on the upcoming bond maturity. 

Appealing to Ottawa for help was 
not an option for Aberhart. The fed- 
eral government would only lend 
money to Alberta if the province 
submitted to the jurisdiction of the 
Canada Loans Council, an agency 
that supervised provincial borrow- 
ing. This Aberhart flatly refused 
to do. “It would mean forfeiting 
our status as a province,” he said. 


The Carrot And The Stick 


“We won't be held up to ransom 
like that.” 

With the province's credit in the 
dumpster, Aberhart resorted to des 
perate measures to prevent further 
bond defaults. None worked. His bill 
to unilaterally halve the bond interest 
rates was struck down by the Alberta 


Supreme Court as unconstitutional 


background prepared him for the 
fallout from the worst financial crisis 
of the 20th century. He was not an 
economist, had never run a business 
and had never worked for a financial 
institution. But he was cool, intelli 
gent, and tough, and he wasn’t afraid 
to face down the bondholders who 


insisted on collecting every penny

ties failed when the bondholders dis- - 


covered they could earn more. inter- 
est from bank savings accounts 
When Aberhart died in 1943, the 
province owed $34 million on de- 
faulted bonds plus $25 million in 
unpaid interest. This was the mess 
inherited by Aberhart’s successor, 
34-year-old Ernest Manning, who 
had been the premier’s right-hand 
man throughout Aberhart's eight 
troubled years in provincial politics 
Like Barack Obama today, Man- 
ning was a chief executive without 
executive experience. Nothing in his 


the government owed them 

The bondholders seemed to think 
they could hold out indefinitely af 
ter eight years of standing up to 
Aberhart. They quickly came to the 
negotiating table when Manning 
threatened to legislate an acceptance 
deadline on a renewed government 
offer to exchange defaulted bonds 
for new low-paying guaranteed secu- 
rities. “It’s either lower interest rates 
or nothing,” said Manning. “Take it 
or leave it.” The bondholders took 
the offer, reluctantly, and Alberta 
re-entered the North American in 
vestment community with its credit 
rating restored. 

Reaching a settlement with the

bondholders was the first step in 
Manning's efforts to restructure Al 
berta’s entire provincial debt, which 
by 1945 stood at $219 million. The 
next step was to conclude agree- 
ments with investment houses in 
Toronto and New York to underwrite 
a new bond issue covering the full 


amount of the debt. The net result 
was that Alberta reduced the annual 
cost of servicing its debt to 14.5 from 
47 per cent of the provincial budget 

This aggressive act of refinancing 
Alberta's provincial debt still stands 
as one of the great achievements of 
Manning's 33-year political career. 
There are lessons to be learned from 
that achievement. Some might be ap 
plied to the current global economic 
meltdown, Manning, as a free mar- 
ket fundamentalist, firmly believed 
in letting business leaders control 
the economy. 

He also knew that when times get 
tough, a government has to take 
charge and use whatever sticks or 
carrots it requires to find a fix

Three auto manufacturers (GM, 
Ford, Chrysler) are in danger col- 
lapsing like a1972 Pinto. If they don't 
get a hefty bailout from the Ameri- 
can and Canadian governments, 
there is apparently real danger that 
one or more of the Big Three might 
go bankrupt. The auto industry em- 
ploys millions of people, directly and 
indirectly, and the collapse of any of 
these companies, would have cata- 
strophic consequences for the North 
American economy. 

GOOD THING: So what good 
can come from this potential eco- 
nomic catastrophe? Simple: better 
American cars produced by what- 
ever is left of the new American car 
industry. Chrysler had a near-death 
experience in 1979, surviving thanks 
to a now relatively puny $1.5 billion 
in government-backed loans. (That 
seemed like big money in 1979.) 
Chrysler went on to create the mini- 
van, a smashingly successful vehicle 
that has sold 12 million in 25 years 
(including one to me) and spawned 
multiple imitators.

The 
crew recently ran into an issue that 
didn’t cross their minds until after a 
weekend gig at the Leva Café, when a 
Romanian woman with Gypsy roots 
took offence to their casual use of the 
term “Gypsy.” 

“People in North America just 
throw around the term Gypsy re- 
ally loosely,” Boa says. “And ev- 
erybody thinks it’s this free thing 
here, but there's actually tribes and 
a culture of Gypsies that are having 
a really rough go right now. I had 
to really explain to her that we're 
coming from the heart here. We're 
trying to do something that's com- 
ing up from the bottom — like a 
grassroots thing.”

Indeed, the entire Str'8 Up Gypsy 
ethos is inspired by the nomadic art- 
ists who earn their keep through ex- 
change of skills and services rather 
than hard cash, and who rely on a 
community of like-minded people 
(in their case, other musicians) to 
support them. Boa started the cab 
service as a networking tool — the 
long-term goal being to create a 
“mobile party minstrel” service to 
facilitate bridge-building in the arts 
community. 

“In Edmonton there's a lot of per- 
forming artists who are restricted to 
playing certain types of gigs,” Boa 
explains, “and there isn't really an or- 
ganization where they can go. They 
can’t go to some big booking agent 
that books big shows. So we're try- 





ing to start a grassroots movement 
where there's a lot more perform- 
ing and expressing going on in more 
places than usual, Let's say some 
body gives us a call or they come to 
our website and see all of these musi- 
cians and artists — we'll have a meet- 
ing with them and say, ‘What do you 
want for your party?’ We'll plan a 
party around a theme and get music 
and give people rides if they're too 
drunk. Instead of using the classic 
venues in Edmonton, we want to get 
into the house party scene and get 
into the private booking area.” 

With all the Big Bad Recession 
talk, it's likely we'll see a lot more 
impromptu house gigs and DIY band 
bookings around town, not to men- 
tion more bartering for services and

As for anyone else 
thinking of starting up a gypsy cab, 
Boa says go hard. “I would say if you 
have a car and you want to take care 
of your friends because they're party- 
ing and they’re drinking, I would say 
dress up and go to town. Call yourself 
a Str’8 Up Gypsy. It's not a registered 
business. We're not incorporated, so 
I would use the same name. I'd like to 
see this spread around — everybody 
can do this.”

Grape On The Road To Hell 








BOOZE MUSE MELISSA PRIESTLEY 
| VIOGNIER IS A TRICKY

| Viognier is a grape that's easy to like. 
| Pronounced “vee-ohn-yay,” it has 


| a deep yellow colour and intensely 


aromatic nose of apricots, peaches, 
| and flowers that’s sure to weaken the 
| resistance of even the most ardent 
white wine abstainer. 

Once relatively scarce outside of 
| its home territory in the northern 
| Rhone region of France, Viognier 
returned from near-extinction in the 
early 1990s, joining backwards jeans 
| and hypercolour shirts as the hot 
commodity of the day. Plantings (of 
vines, not jeans) sprung up around 
the world, notably in the United 
States, Australia, and Chile. Viognier 
thrives in these places because of 
their warm climate; Viognier vines 
are drought-resistant and require 
a lot of heat to prosper. In cooler, 
| wetter areas they easily succumb to 
powdery mildew. 

The vines also tend to have low 
yields and must be picked only when 
fully ripe; otherwise the resulting 
| wine lacks the pungent bouquet 
| that makes it so appealing. Though 
| the true etymology of “Viognier” is 


| unknown, one legend states that the 
| name derives from the Roman pro- 
nunciation of “Gehenna,” meaning 
| “the road to Hell” — a reference to 
the difficulty of growing this grape. 
Recognizing this, Californian grow- 
ers tend to let the grapes mature too 
long, and the vast majority of Cali- 
fornian Viognier is dark yellow and 
alcoholic (not unlike your piss the 
morning after an all-night bender). 
However, California can do Viognier 
very well; while you probably won't 
escape the uncanny sensation of sip- 
ping on apricot jam, the good ones 
are memorable at the very least. 
Yalumba has led the Australian 
Viognier market, making wines that 
are more balanced than their Ameri- 
can counterparts, with less alcohol 
and more acidity. Viognier has found 
a welcome home here, thanks in no 
small part to the benefits it brings to 
Australia’s ubiquitous Shiraz; Viog- 
nier works as a sort of “colour Vel- 
cro,” helping Shiraz retain its dark 





colour. Viognier also contributes

floral nuances to the nose, adding an 
intriguing dimension to Australia’s 
increasingly blah Shiraz. 

Chile grows a fair amount of Viog- 
nier, and like most of this country’s 
wines you can often find some very 
good values — Cono Sur makes a 
Viognier that is not only representa- 
tive of the variety, but also costs only 
$11. Canada has also experimented 
with the vine, and while our wine re- 
gions don't offer the same values as 
Chile, in the coming years you can 
expect to see some good single vari- 
etal and blended Viognier emerging 


from the Okanagan. 

Back at home in France, Viognier 
is often blended with other white 
Rhone varieties like Roussanne, Mar- 
sanne, Grenache Blanc, and Rolle. It 
is also added to the region's Syrah- 
based reds, for the same reasons as 
in Australia. There are two appella- 
tions in France where the wines are 
(and can only be) 100 per cent Viog- 
nier: Condrieu and Chateau Grillet. 
However, you'll be hard pressed to 
find either in Alberta; Guigal’s Con- 
drieu is about as far as you'll get. 
This is a shame, since these wines 
are reportedly quite delicious. Keep 
them in mind if you happen to be vis- 
iting a more well-endowed province 
(Ontario) or country (France, United 
Kingdom). 

There is continual debate over ag- 
ing wines, both red and white. In 
terms of white, at least, I feel that the 
vast majority should be consumed 
when they are young and fresh. I

In Viognier’s case, you should 
definitely get at them while they're 
young, since the bloom fades quite 
quickly on this rose; the perfume and 
already-low acidity do not last much 
longer than three or four years 

In terms of food pairing, I wouldn't 
even bother — all those flavours of 
peaches and apricots should fill you 
up enough on their own. If you're a 
compulsive nibbler while you quaff 
stick to the basics; nobody will com 
plain if you pair Viognier with a plate

of crackers, bread, and cheese — just 
don’t pick a cheese that's too stinky 
(like that gooey chunk of blue cheese 
that smells like a well-worn gym 
shoe).

Indeed, spice and 
Viognier do not get along because this 
wine is higher in alcohol, and spice 
plus alcohol equals flaming tastebuds. 
Take the other night: I had read that 
since Viognier is highly aromatic and 
fruit-forward, it pairs well with spicy 
foods like Asian stirfries and Indian 
curries. Wrong. Maybe I picked the 
wrong Viognier, or the wrong tyP* 
of stirfry, but after a few bites of pad 
Thai, the spice had overwhelmed my 
mouth and I couldn't taste any of the 
wine's fruit. All I got was a mouthful 
of burning alcohol. Again, I state ™) 
opinion that wine and food pairings 
is overrated, and that the best pa!” 
ings usually involve wine and a dish 
from the same region — and Viognit 
is not indigenous to Thailand. Stick 
with milk.

Rise Against is the proverbial cat's 
pajamas in Canada. Their newest 
album, Appeal to Reason, reached 
number one on the Canadian charts 
this year, while in their Ameri- 
can homeland it peaked at number 


three on the Billboard Top 200 Al-- 


bums chart. The band’s previous re- 


lease, The Sufferer and the Witness,” 


reached platinum status here, while 
the same album only went gold south 








of the border. 

So what attracts the Great White 
North toward this melodious hard- 
core band from Chicago? Is it the 
band’s liberal lifestyle and support 
of animal rights? Is it their raucous 
music, which has appeared in vid- 
eogames like Rock Band while also 
being embraced by snowboard cul- 
ture? Or is it because they've created 
some sort of sonic mind-controlling 
apparatus that is amplified by snow 
and works best on hosers? 

“[ have no idea,” admits lead singer 
Tim Mcllrath. “All I know that at the 
beginning of our career we spent a 
lot of time in Canada. A lot of our 
beginning tours were Canadian tours 
because we were young men and we 
really wanted to tour. We met a lot 
of great people along the way, and I 
have to say that 80 per cent of my 








favourite bands right now are Cana- 
dian bands.” 

When the band isn’t busy mak- 
ing music and crushing on Canada, 
they take time shaping the world into 
what they believe would be a better 
place 

As fervent supporters of PETA, 
the guys in Rise Against try to bring 
attention to issues like ecological 
squalor, vegetarianism, and animal 
abuses instead of settling for the “ru- 
dimentary punk band” label. 

That said, though, the punk scene 
can be a narcissistic and frivolous 
one. Does their message get across, 
or does the scene swallow them up 
and neuter everything they stand 
for? 

“It's an obvious reality that every 
single person isn’t going to under- 
stand what we are doing,” Mcll- 





























rath explains. “It happened to Rage 
Against the Machine and a lot of 
bands like that. A lot of their mes- 
sages fell on deaf ears. We have peo- 
ple coming to our shows for the first 
time and they are sort of hit over the 
head with the fact that we are about 
more than just selling tickets and 
selling T-shirts. Our shows are a part 
of something bigger. They either em- 
brace it or reject it, and it's our job to 
make sure they embrace it.” 

Like them or not, Rise Against does 
a good job of mixing a nasty dose of 
opinion and politics into their prod- 
uct. 

The video for their newest single, 
“Re-Education (Through Labor),” 
shows a group of beautiful people on 
foot and mopeds planting explosives 
around a nondescript city. At the end 
of the video, they stand on the out- 





skirts and watch as it burns. Accord 
ing toa MySpace interview, Mcllrath 
says the video is about not coddling 
Americans and showing them that 
the violence they see on television 
is a possible reality. But that expla 
nation doesn't stop questions abo’ 
whether the video is meant to be 
taken literally. 

“It's not our job to hold the hand 
of the viewer through everything we 
do,” Mcllrath says. “But I think the 
JFK quote at the beginning of the 
video is pretty clear when it says 
‘Those who make peaceful revolutior 





impossible will make violent revolu 
tion inevitable.’ And so I thought ! 
was just something that spelled out 
the whole message behind the video 
As artists, it’s not our job to interpret 
every little piece for every viewer. Its 
our job to make provocative art.”

Brian Borcherdt seems a little shy. 
Which is odd, considering he’s in a 
band named Holy Fuck, of all things. 
But the most recent project from the 
Toronto musician is an entirely solo 
effort — a hushed, stripped-down 
one-man-with-an-acoustic sorta 
sound — and he’s having a hard time 
getting over the whole “I’m all alone 
up here” thing. 

SEE caught up with Borcherdt via 
cellphone on his walk home from 
an organic market on Dufferin and 
Bloor in Toronto, and the sounds of 
the street score a conversation that 
sounds something like an insecure 
college kid who's just played a private 
session for the girl of his dreams. 
(He's actually talking about playing 
at Justin Rutledge’s recent Couch 
Session.) 

“I feel like I’m that creepy guy in the 
dorm that wants to lure girls back to 
his room so he can play, like, Match- 
box 20 songs to them or something 
like that,” Borcherdt laughs. “There's 
' something about that kind of open 
playing in a room with no micro- 
phone and no stage. I'm afraid some- 
times there’s like an awkward inti- 
macy to it — that’s why I bring up the 
character of the creepy dorm guy.” I 
add that Coyotes, the album he put 
out a few weeks ago (produced with 
By Divine Right's José Contreras) is 
pretty darn intimate, so why not play 
it for such a loving crowd? 

‘Yeah, again, creepy,” he laughs. | 
razz him for thinking he’s creepy — 
| mean most girls in college dorms 
would probably eat granola right out 
of this guy’s hand — and he finally

admits it's not quite as weird as he 
makes it out to be. “No, I don’t think 
it's creepy. But it's strange, I guess, 
to hide so little. Sometimes you can 
hide within the medium, whether it 
be under really slick production, or 
drums and horns and strings and 
everything, but then when you just 
come out in the open and it’s just 
you, it can be unnerving a bit.” 

You have to wonder how this guy 
ever got along in the raucous dance 
party that is Holy Fuck, especially 
with the band’s track record (e.g., 
getting singled out by the Tories dur- 
ing the recent arts-funding debacle 
as the quintessential example of un- 
necessary obscenity, despite their 
album’s spot on the shortlist for this 
year’s Polaris Prize). Borcherdt ex- 
plains that while HF is more about 
the party — it's the improvised, 
sweaty fiesta circling their live show 
that defines the band — his solo ef- 
fort reaches beyond the in-this-mo- 
ment high 

“Holy Fuck is kind of like capturing 
an event — not just in performance, 
but also in studio — whereas my solo 
stuff is more of an ongoing, continu- 
ous journal, Rather than just being 
a specific event in time, it’s kind of 
like my life in general. You're getting 


more of me ... without ideas being fil- | 
tered through a group of people.’ 

As for the departure from the | 
candy-coloured swirl of HF, 
Borcherdt realizes the quiet, open | 
balladeer persona is something he 
has to get out of his system too. But | 
it won't happen without a struggle. | 
“At least with Holy Fuck I have that 
table of gadgets to hide behind,” he 
says. “Now | get out on my own with 
just a guitar and I’m finding it a chal- 
lenge. It's one thing to play at home, 
and suddenly now I’m up in front of 
an audience and I’ve got this guitar 
and I can my hear my voice so clearly 
in the room. I think to myself, ‘Oh 


no, I gotta go hardcore, all the way up 


on the twelfth fret, almost screwed 


up!’ You start psyching yourself out. | 


Right now I find it nerve-wracking 
to go from that explosive, fun gadget 
world to just me and myself. 

“There have been a couple shows 
already so far where I’ve been more 
nervous than I've been in 10 years,” 
he admits. “But it’s kind of therapeu- 
tic for me to know that there will be 
nights on end where I'll be getting 
my guitar out, singing into a nice, 
proper mic, in a nice, decent room. 
It just feels like a wonderful opportu- 
nity for myself.”

After nearly two decades Chinese Democracy, Guns N' Roses’ followup tc 
1993's The Spaghetti Incident ?, has finally clawed its way out of the bowels 
of Axi Rose's twisted musical career. Which begs the obvious question: if it 
came from Axt's bowels, is the album a piece of shit? 

The hype surrounding the end of Axt's 15-year case of creative constipation 
has raised the expectations for the album so high that writing an objective 
review is a difficult task, but even after preparing myself for a letdown, | was 
still somewhat disappointed. There's nothing anywhere near the calibre of 
“Paradise City,” “Welcome to the Jungle,” or “November Rain” on this disc 
but if you can accept that this isn’t the same GN'R we grew to love during 
the late '80s and early '90s you will still be able to rock out with a clean 
conscience. 

The title track and “Shackler's Revenge" play on the baser instincts that 
rocketed GN'R to stardom, but it's the ballads where the album really falls 
short, reminding us that Slash was the key ingredient in those early albums. 
Is the album worth buying? Yes, but keep in mind we're out of the jungle 
now and dealing witha completely different beast. Let's just hope this new 
monster is a bit more regular.

“1 think 
it’s an insecurity issue,” he says, half- 
seriously, “But it’s also a big reason 
why I do things the way I do, espe- 
cially as a performing artist.” 

The key words in that quote are 
the last two: while Francis is known 
to most as a rapper, he has made a 
name for himself as part of the con- 
temporary spoken word movernent, 
performing regularly at the famed 
Bowery Poetry Club in New York. 

Francis, who performed along with 
slam poet Jeffrey McDaniel earlier 
this year, is quick to point out that 
the difference between a poet who 
writes for the page and a poet who 
writes for the stage, as rappers do, 
is smaller than one might imagine. 
“When | was performing with Jef- 
frey, it wasn’t a night-and-day thing,” 
he says. “I think we’re more like each 
other than we are dissimilar — the 
biggest difference between us being 
that I have more of a passionate de- 
livery, but that’s due more to the fact 











that I get carried away in front of a 
mic. When I’m onstage, I’m much 
more extroverted than I am offstage 
but as a rapper you have to be.” 

All this time spent around poets 
has rubbed off. on Francis, too. ‘| 
was probably a better presenter of 
words before I was a wordsmith,” he 
says. “Being around all these great 
poets kind of kicked my ass to work 
on my writing rather than just worry 
about how I was going to presen! 
my words.” 

That experience has given Fran- 
cis a versatility that most rappers 
simply don’t possess. He can keep 4 
crowd entranced whether rapping in 
front of a live band, backed by a D), 
or performing a cappella. For his up- 
coming tour — his first through Can 
ada, opening for punk rockers Rise 
Against — Francis hopes this skill set 
will come in handy, especially with 
crowds who might not be very wel 
coming of a rapper on a punk bill. 

“| get it,” he says. “If I took a punk 
band out to tour with me, I can seé 
a lot of people at the show standing 
there with their arms crossed think 
ing, ‘What the fuck is this shit?’ And 
right nowis actually a bad time for mé 
because I’m trying torecordan album 
But there were too many signs thal 
pointed towards me doing this tov! 
I’ve owed Canada a tour for many 
years, and I know that Rise Again’! 
have a huge following in Canada

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TANIA ALVARADO NEARLY

If there’s one thing you need to 
understand about Tania Alvarado, 
it's that she moves quickly — per- 
haps a little too quickly for her own 
good. A few weeks ago, while prepar- 
ing for a rehearsal of her latest piece, 
LaFura, the ardent 36-year-old dancer 
and choreographer found herself in a 
hurry. And we all know what happens 
when we rush something. 

“Tt was the stupidest thing — I’m 
kind of blind in one eye, and I just 
bent down to get something that 
fell. But the corner of the counter 
was there, I just smashed down on 
my forehead,” she says, demonstrat- 
ing with a whir of arms and hair as 
we sit on the wood rehearsal floor 
of the Dance Alberta studio. The 
Guatemalan-born choreographer dips 
her head in her hands and replays 
the moment amid a flurry of giggles 
and gasps. 

“T couldn't even peel my hands off 
my face. The one time you wish noth- 
ing would go wrong — and this sort 
of thing always happens when you're 
doing a project — but I was rushing 


around. Immediately the tears, the 
screaming just came. I open eyes and 
there's this crack, thisslash, onmy face. 
And I’m freaking out because | knew 
I would be doing this fashion shoot in 
less than two weeks and there’s a huge 
crack in my face. I got four stitches in 
my forehead.” 

As you can see if you peruse the fol- 
lowing pages, that “crack” is hardly 
noticeable. Nonetheless, Alvarado felt 
there was a purpose to the incident, 
however horrifying it may have been 
in the moment. 

“It was kind of a sign to stop,” she 
says. “It was like the universe just 
telling me to stop running around, 
calm down. It could have been a 
gentler way though, that's for sure.” 
She laughs. “It didn’t even hurt that 
much, but it invoked this complete 
emotional reaction. Just smash, cry 
— cry all day. It was like this laughing- 
crying thing, though, because my 
husband called me ‘Jigsaw’ — he said 
I looked like a jigsaw puzzle.” 

Well, if jigsaws can be little 
and spry, then I might agree. 
Alvarado’s new dance piece, created in 
collaboration with dancers Amber 
Borotsik and Ashlea Watkin, is a 
fervent examination of the relation- 
ship between three sisters — all totally 
metaphoric and weird, as contempo- 





rary dance often is. 

“We look at the themes of siblings 
the dynamics that happen in that type 
of relationship,” Alvarado explains 
“If you have siblings, I think you can 
relate to being so close to somebod) 
and yet having to stand and watch 
as they do something to their lives, 
or they can watch you as you com 
pletely mess up your own and destroy 
yourself. Also jealousies that hap- 
pen, and extreme love — extreme, like 
ah!” She tosses her hands in the air to 
express frustration, or possibly anget 
As she jumps from concept to concep! 
she twists her torso and arms as much 
as her vocal cords. She's the perfec! 
subject for a photoshoot; images are é 
much better way of capturing this tin 
dancer's persona than words. 

“A part of it too,” she continues 
“Gs something I’ve heard somewher®, 
I don’t remember where, but when ? 
person starts to fight and learns how 
to let it all out, it usually happens " 
the safety of the home.

B debut? Perhaps. Up to this point in 
her dance career, Alvarado’s own 
| choreography has consisted of solo 
performances — mostly in collabo- 






















ration with her mentor, Edmonton 
modern dance guru Brian Webb — 
so LaFura’s process has been both 
an artistic departure and a learning 
experience. 

With one _ pretty-much-blind 
night eye, the piece is not so much 
a visual thing for Alvarado as it 
is a visceral, physical reaction to 
the emotions she brought to the 
Surface during improvisation. 

‘L lot of this process I’ve spent 
time asking them how it feels,” she 
Says. “I just have to go by feeling. 
| haven't considered going blind- 
folded, but I’m pretty blind myself 
in one eye. So I don't see it, I gener- 
ally feel it. I don’t really go by how 
things look, because when I’m do- 
ing solo work, I’m my own editor. 
Making solos is a very lonesome 
Process ... when you're dancing by 
Curself, the way you communi- 
“ate is just mind-body. I’m so deep 
init, I can't take my head out of it 
and see it. 

“But when you're working with 
thers you have to learn to com- 
“nicate that. It’s so obvious when 
°u work with other people, it’s 
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like a mirror staring at you. It's 
been a very challenging process 
for me because it's new, but I’ve 
learned about myself, I’ve learned 
to organize myself, and | hope to 
do it again. I’m ready to share some 
more.” 

And she knows all the “feeling” 
and “mind-body” stuff that danc- 
ers tend to talk about sounds kinda 
flaky. Talking about contemporary 
dance has always been something 
that practical, pragmatic people 
shy away from, never mind actu- 
ally try to get. 

“I think I chose something that's 
rather obscure as a profession, so | 
have to deal with it,” she says, with 
deadpan seriousness. “! tend to like 
things that are non-linear. No story 
attached, no point A to B to C. But 
lunderstand that people need some 
kind of linear story to relate to. All 
I can ask is that the audience come 
with a clean plate, and just be able 
to see and absorb and take from it 
what they can.” 

So the next time you decide to 
take in some of that crazy Mod- 
ern Interpretive Dance, you might 
do well to take Alvarado's advice: 
“When I watch dance, | gener- 
ally try not to get it, because if you 
spend your time trying to follow 





what people are doing onstage and 
really trying to literally go ‘They're 
down on the floor, now they're 
flying, what does that mean?’ 
You're trying to connect what 
they're doing, but I try not to, do 
that. 

“I try to just see where I can 
relate it to my life. You know, a 
moment, an image can really mean 
something to me. Like somebody 
floating can mean so much to me 
because in my experience that 
movement feels a certain way. So 
it's more about how it makes me 
feel than how it looks or what it’s 
trying to say 

“What this dance is about is 
really hard to say. I’m in it, as well 
as directing this collaborative pro- 
cess. Generally in my dance, I don’t 
have huge statements in terms of 
the world. I’m into starting a pro- 
cess and seeing where it fits into 
my life. We'd start, and I'd realize, 
‘Oh my God, it's from that book’ 
after the moment happened. Or 
that’s where that idea came from, 
it's from personal history, mo- 
ments, images. That's where it 
comes from.”

Romance for the ages or subliterate 
tween-marketed schlock? Ingenious 
update of horror conventions or cod- 
ed abstinence tract? Twilight — the 
tale of new-to-town high-schooler 
Bella Swan (Kristen Stewart) and 
her tortured love affair with “vegetar- 
ian vampire” Edward Cullen (Robert 
Pattinson), based onthe bestseller 
by Stephenie Meyer — is the season's 
biggest and arguably most perplex- 
ing pop-culture phenomenon. And 
so, SEE film editor Paul Matwychuk 
and SEE film reviewer Kathleen Bell 
squeezed their way into a sold-out 
screening of the film at West Edmon- 
ton Mall last Saturday to find out 
what all the high-pitched squealing 
is about. Here are their reactions. 


Paul Matwychuk: Now, neither of 
us has actually read Stephenie Mey- 
er's book, is that correct? 

Kathleen Bell: Yes. That should 
be made clear right from the outset. 
But my feeling on that is that a movie 
is a movie and a book is a book, and 
there’s no point in adapting a book 
unless you're going to make a movie 
out of it. 

PM: It sounds like you felt that this 
movie wasn't sufficiently cinematic 
for you 

KB: Near the end it got there. Only 
in the last 45 minutes do you actual- 
ly get effects and, you know, camera 
movement. It's very static up until 
then. 

PM: I wonder if that's a flaw that’s 
built into this material. The whole 
“hook” of the story is that it's about 
these two hot young people denying 
themselves. Edward can barely risk 
touching Bella because he's afraid 
the scent of her is just going to drive 
him wild and he'll tear her throat 
out. So all they can do is just stare at 
each other. Which means a whole lot 
of footage of Robert Pattinson glow- 
ering at Kristen Stewart from under 
his gigantic forehead, but not a lot of 
plot being advanced. 

KB: I would agree that Pattinson 


is not very dynamic at the start of . 


the movie, but by the time the action 
kicks in, I thought he became more 
comfortable in the role. Bella, on the 
other hand, I never liked. She is bor- 
ing. I have no idea why he likes her. 
PM: | have no idea either! She isn't 
bewitching or beguiling or entranc- 
ing in the least. But I have to ask you: 
I've read a few reviews of this film 
by female critics who have acknowl- 
edged that the books are trash, that

Bella is a horrible female role mod- 
el, that the film's pacing is off, and 
yet something about this story still 
sneaked under their defences. As 
politically incorrect as the film might 
be, it worked on them. As the woman 
in this discussion, did you respond to 
this story in a similar way? 

KB: Well ... yes! It's that classic 
idea of being the girl who seems 
ordinary but has so much more to 
her than anyone suspects, and then 
some guy sees it in her and finds it ir- 
resistible.

PM: I wonder if part of the appeal 
as well, especially to the 13-year-old 
girls in the audience is that it makes 
abstinence hot. It plays on this idea 
that sex is dangerous and scary but 
it's still something you're helplessly 
drawn to. Even the big climactic 
scene where Edward saves Bella's life 
is a big sex metaphor — it’s all about 
“pulling out in time,” right? 

KB: | think you’re making too much 
of the fact that Edward and Bella 
can’t consummate their relationship. 
That moralistic take is inherent in 
the vampire genre. Vampires are lit- 
erally “sexy beasts” and if you give in 
to them, you either end up dead or, 
if they really love you, they give you 
an STI called vampirism. But more 
importantly, “impossible” love is al- 
ways part of the story in romances 


from Romeo and Juliet to Bollywood . 


movies — there's always something 
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something to make you more afraid 
of him. You’re never scared of him 
in the slightest — and Bella should 
be scared! He’s a vampire, for gosh 
sake! As it is now, Edward is car- 
rying the weight of the drama; he's 
all “I love you but I can’t be with 
you.” And Bella's just this passive 
character. 

PM: And I have to say, I don’t think 
Robert Pattinson is a very good actor. 
He certainly looks right for the part, 
with that Byronic profile, but he nev- 
er gives you the sense that he’s been 
alive for 100 years, that he’s this old 
soul in a young, beautiful body. 

KB: True, but I bought it simply 
because he's so good-looking, Al- 
though there is that ridiculous scene 
where he tells Bella, “I’m going to 
show you what I really am,” and he 
stands in direct sunlight for the first 
time and suddenly he's just like a guy 


ing you aware of how expensive they 
were to make. Twilight, meanwhile, 
looks like a cross between a TV 
show, like Everwood or 7th Heaven, 
and an indie family drama like you'd 
see playing at Sundance.

Director Seth Gordon — whose

Director Olivier Megaton knows 
that at this point in the Transporter 
franchise, people come in wanting 

_ to see two things: an expensive Audi 
being driven at very high speeds and 
Jason Statham beating the snot out 
of mindless henchmen. Meeting 
Such humble expectations is not as 
®asy as it sounds, however, and the 
Most convenient thing for the film to 
do would be to focus entirely on ac- 
tion and completely ignore any sem- 
blance of plot. 

But Transporter 3 does have a plot, 
albeit an extremely. simple one: a

Big chunks of the theatregoer’s dic- 
tionary must be thrown out after 
watching a show like Robert Hewett's 
The Blonde, The Brunette, and the 
Vengeful Redhead. “Truth,” for ex- 
ample, no longer means much of 
anything, while the entry for “plot” 
should be changed to simply read, 
“See: monologue” repeated a bunch 
of times. And “moral”? Well, cross 
that one out altogether. 

Esteemed Canadian actress and 
Member of the Order of Canada 
Fiona Reid recounts seven different 
characters’ interpretations of a bru- 
tal attack in a mall food court per- 
petrated by Rhonda, an otherwise- 
timid housewife, on the woman she 
believes her husband has left her for. 
Each character gets full run of the 
stage for 15 minutes to tell their ver- 
sion of the story: we hear from the 
husband, the other woman, a doctor, 
a preschooler, an elderly woman, and 
a neighbour, with Rhonda getting 
both the first and last words — little 
consolation, though, since loyalty is 
scarce and nobody can agree on the 
most basic of facts. Figuring out who 
these disparate characters are, how 
they relate to Rhonda's attack, and 
what they know (or claim to know) 
is all part of the fun, and the mystery 
is a juicy one indeed. 


Reid does an excellent job juggling 
the various roles. Her characters 
are rich and full, each defined by a 
particular trait, be it the doctor's 
prickliness, the elderly woman's sud- 
den bouts of nostalgia, or Rhonda's 
flustered disbelief at 


what she's 


. just done 


But Reid’s best moment is also the 
most unexpected: as Graham, Rhon- 
da’s cheating husband, Reid suddenly 
puffs up into a swaggering, grotesque 
ogre, complete with poorly gelled 
hair and half-empty beer bottle. He 
brags, adjusting his tie, about sexual 
escapades against fences and on top 
of barbecues, and is unrecognizable 
from his polar opposite Matthew, 
the tragically innocent four-year-old 
whom Reid possesses with equal skill 
just one scene earlier. 

The force of Reid’s performance 
is diluted, though, by poor direction 
Be- 


tween monologues, she changes cos- 


and distracting multimedia. 


tumes and wigs behind a translucent 
screen, giving us a peek behind the 
fourth wall while also making a show 
of how fluid identity can be, and how 
quickly perspectives can get jumbled 
It's a fine point to make, but director 
Wayne Paquette muddles it with pro- 
jections of huge ClipArt pictures of 
whatever’happened to get mentioned 
in the last scene (an ice cream cone, 
a slippery floor sign, a dog's face) 
The soundtrack, too, while sur- 
prisingly hip — it features Sufjan 
Stevens and The Magnetic Fields, 
among others — is brash and over- 
powering, and the way it uses pop 
songs with prominent lyrics draws 
needless attention to itself. There 
may be added meaning wrapped up 
there somewhere, but playing the 
Velvet Underground's “I’m Set Free” 
alongside Rhonda's final soliloquy, 
delivered from prison, feels like 


pure overkill. 

Hewett's script has been held 
up alongside Akira Kurosawa’s 
Rashomon in its dismantling of an 
objective reality, but it's not quite

on the same level. The trick to Ku-

They're uniformly 
self-delusional, in other words, and 
that's just not as interesting

Jill: | was really excited at the pros- 


pect of this show. Art and science 
have, of course, been influencing 
each other throughout human his- 
tory ... plus, I just can’t resist exhi- 
| bitions with interactive displays. 

Imagining Science is the brainchild 

of Sean Caulfield and Timothy Caul- 

field, both of them Canada Research 
| Chairs at the University of Alberta 
— Sean's area of expertise is print- 
making, while Timothy specializes in 
health law and policy. The exhibition 
was created as a sort of celebration 
of the U of A’s centenary, and with 
it, the two Caulfields are hoping to 
| increase the dialogue between the 
| fields of art and science. What were 
| your first impressions? 

Mandy: Yeah, | was quite keen on 
| this idea as well, though my own in- 
| terest in the relationship between art 
and science has more to do with ex- 
| ploring new ways of using material 
| in the.artistic process. The majority 
of the work in this exhibit uses sci- 
ence in an almost metaphorical way. 
It's art about sciénce, rather than

work concerning the relationship be- 
tween art and science 

Jill: Like | said, I was excited about 
it. Which was why, when I walked 
through those big glass doors, I have 
to say that I was kind of — well, 
disappointed — especially consider- 
ing the vast pool of visual stimuli 
which the show was available to 
draw upon. But Imagining Science is 
strangely unesthetic. That is not to 
say that there aren't exceptions — I 
was quite taken by pieces by Lyndal 
Osborne (with giant seeds and pods 
painted Technicolor hues and placed 
delicately under glass along an entire 
wall) and the collaboration between 
Sean Caulfield and Royden Mills (a 
room filled with exciting objects with 
which to engage). However, for the 
most part, I was taken aback by the 
amount of work that just wasn’t that 
visually stimulating 

Mandy: Those were the two works 
that | engaged with the most as well. 
However, it’s hard to determine the 
role that esthetics should play here 
The work about genetic manipula- 
tion, for instance, was really a case 
where the visuals seemed less impor- 
tant than the idea behind the work. 
The large, colourful prints of fleshy 
mutations didn’t hold my eye nearly 
as long as the mock letter proposing 
the creation of an orange pheasant 
created specifically for hunting. 

Jill: | was thinking about the im- 
portance of esthetics vs. idea in art 
as well. I love conceptual pieces just 
as much as the next person (I really 
do!), but when I go into a gallery set- 
ting, I expect to be visually engaged 
in some way. Whether I'm reacting 
because the exhibit has beauty, or it's 
just huge or intense, or even if it's just 
really amazing in its ugliness, | have 
to know that the artist has spent as 


much time (if not more) consider 
ing visuals, sound, etc. Otherwi 
could just as easily read an essa 
their topic.

gallery, to me, is having a stage wher 
you can engage people on more thay 
the level of the “idea.” 

Mandy: It’s not surprising that this 
exhibit would inspire a conversz 
about the role between the fc 
and conceptual in art.

Someone who has experienced 
shattering sexual trauma — rape, 
buse, a world-class betrayal — has 
make a good-faith effort to put

a right to expect emotional support 
from our partners, but our part- 
ners have a right to expect that we 
will be able to meet their reasonable 
sexual needs. 

You did all the right things after 
you were raped, NHB. You got coun- 
selling, you got yourself together, 
and you entered this new relation- 
ship ready to be sexual and more 
than capable of meeting your part- 
ner's reasonable sexual needs. You 
are, however, suffering from some 
common aftereffects of sexual trau- 
ma — nightmares, flashbacks — that 
you do not have to apologize for and 
that he has to be considerate of. 

And considering your history, rul- 
ing out rape play is perfectly reason- 
able on your part and should have 
been expected on his. Had this conflict 
ended with your refusal — even if it 
elicited alittle sulkingand douchebag- 
gery on your boyfriend’s part — | 
wouldn't be telling you to DTMFA. 
This rises to the level of DTMFA for 
two reasons. 

First, no safe word? Unreasonable. 
No way for you to call a stop to it? 
What if he decides to rape you when 
you have the flu? Or when your par- 
ents are in the next room? What if 
your fucking appendix bursts in the 
middle of this “scene”? While some 
rape victims — excuse me: survivors 
— develop rape fantasies, those fan- 
tasies are paradoxically about con- 
trol; the “victim” in a fantasy rape 
scenario gets to pick her “rapist,” 
decides the hour and circumstances, 
and can call a halt to it at any time. A 
rape roleplay scenario you can't stop 
when you decide you're done isn't 
just a rape roleplay scenario. It’s po- 
tentially rape. Just say no
